It Costs a Voun)^ Ciiii the. ttons 
of a Lover and Fatit4>r. 

CuAni.KHTOWN (W. Va ), May 17. — Tho 
details of a melancbnly accident, result- 
nig in the loss of two lives, comes from 
Greenbriar, White Sulphur Springs. The 
att'air haa caused a profound sensation 
throughout tho tMiuity. For several 
months past John Bigg.-i, a young man of 
good family but of aumewhat dissipated 
habits, has been courting a Miss Ellen 
Farrar, despite tho strong opposition of 
the girl's father. On Thursday evening 
tho young lady and her lover determined 
to elope, Bigga having made arrangenienta 
with a minister on tho oppcjaite aide of 
tho river to marry them. The couple pro- 
ceeded to tho river and were <in tho point 
of embarking in a skill', when tho sound 
of approaching wheels was heard. 

Having anticipated pursuit, . Bigga 
pushed off, but had only gone a few yards 
from tho shore when a buggy dashed down 
to the water's edge !ind Miss Ellen's 
father and brother sprang out, entered 
another skilf and started across. By the 
moonlight Biggs recognized his pursuers 
and pullod hard to escape, but tho two 
pairs of oura managed by tho purauera 
wore too much for liini and in nudatream 
ho was overtaken. '^I'lio father and son 
sprang into Bigga' boat, where a desper- 
ate struggle ensued between the former 
and Bigga, which resulted in the frail 
bark being capsized.

As cuiTipared with 1H82, there waa 
an increase in tho catch of cod, of herring, 
and of mackerel, a decrease in the yield 
of lobsters, while salmon remained about 
tho .same. According to provinces, the 
yield of Canada's sea, lake, and river

§198,029 in British Columbia.

Now, it is not my intention to t r. ter in- 
to a controversy with the doctor on this 
or on any other subject, for, so far as I 
havo yet discovered, none of his produc- 
tions are worth the trouble of a reply. 
Whatever his principles of heathen relig- 
ions and morality may be, he would do 
well to keen them without attempting a 
collision with those of others and they 
would then escape the danger of beint; 
drowned in the bowl of his own enthusi- 
asm. 

If the tone of the religious and moral 
atmosphere of the Christian civilization is 
inimical to the doctor's henltli, 1 would 
suggest to him the experience of a sojourn 
among the pagodas and poppy halls of 
Hongkong, or the musques and aeraglios 
of Constantinople where,! have no doubt 
he would be hailed as a character of 
greater weight and conaeniiunce than lie is 
in the good city of Victon i. 'I'lii rii.

Barnoa he denied having 
signed thy alleged marriage contract; that 
he ever in-uiiuscd marriage to thu plaiiititi', 
or that he (dictated the contents of what 
is now claimed to be the marriage con- 
tract. Continuing he said the first timo 
he learned of the plaintiff claiming to bo 
Ilia wife was when ho saw tho marriage 
contract in tho court. Being shown one 
of tho "wife letters" he stated thu word 
"wife" waa a forgery. 

Ex Sciiaior Sharon, continuing, said an 
arraiigeiiient waa made with plaintiff 
whereby she agreed to live with defend- 
ant (Sharon). On one of Rliss Hill's 
writs to defendaut she failed to resent 
some slight familiarities and theroiipuii he 
made lier an oU'er of §250 a month to live 
with him. This was refused. Tho offer 
waa increased to §6000 when phiintitl'ac 
oepted it. The latters beginning "dear 
wife" wore pronounced forgeries by the 
defendant from the fact that thu word 
"wife" in .

Eirccis of llie r;iilui«' oI IIil' Or- 
ieiitul Uiiiik of Loiidoit. 

London, May 10.— Widespread destruc- 
tion and nearly a scoro of auicides have 
followed the failure of the Oriental Bank. 
No failuro ainco the suspension of the City 
Bank of Glaai,'o\v has caused such whole- 
sale ruin. Tho orf,'.iiiizatioii of the Orien- 
tal Bank corporation was peculiar, it hav- 
ing over 100,000 ishareiinlilers, although 
its capital was only £1,500,000, so that 
the individualholdinga of the shareholder-s 
averaged leaa than £15 each. Hatring its 
head offices at 40 Treadmeodlo street, with 
Sir William John Walter iiaynes,^ P.iut., 
as chairman or lij^urehead of the IJoard of 
Directors, it hiul hraiiclica at Pioinbay, 
Calcutta, Madras, I'oiut de Gallo, Singa- 
pore, Oolombo, Uoni^koni;, Shanghai, 
Yokohama, Mauritius, Melbourne and 
Sydney. It was deemed second only in 
stability to the Bank of England. It at- 
tracted shoals of small investments fruir. 
civil service employes, spinsters, widows, 
doctors, clergymen, and in fact, from nil 
classes in tho" Knglish colonies at tliosu 
points. 

Not being organized on the limited lia- 
bility principle, each one of the share- 
holders in the concern is liable to the ex- 
tent of his entire worldly possessions for 
tho debts of the bank. Thousands of writs 
of attachment havo been issued against 
unfortunate shareholders, both in Eng- 
land and tho East, and it is this fact, 
coupled with the loss in many cases of 
their entire means of subsistencejthat has 
driven so many of the unhappy investors 
to desperation and death.
